As  if  this  were  some  great  surprise, 
Republicans  in  the  Congress  are  opposing  the  prez  and  may  even 
sabotage  pending  legislation  like  the  Family  Leave  Act  if  Clinton  lifts 
the  ban  by  Executive  Order. 

There  are  still  many  issues  that  need  our  support  to  make  our 
homeland  truly  the  "land  of  the  free."  1 ask  you  to  write  to  your 
Congressmen  and  Senators  and  tell  them  you'd  like  them  to  turn  their 
attention  to: 

Freedom  of  Choice  Act — would  guarantee  the  right  of  women  to 
make  their  own  decisions  concerning  sexual  reproduction  without 
harmful  provisions  or  restrictions. 

Legislation  Amending  the  Civi  I Rights  Act  of  1 964 — to  ensure  that 
no  persons  suffer  discrimination  or  deprivation  of  rights  on  the  basis 
of  race,  gender,  language,  national  origin,  religion,  age , disability, 
sexual  orientation,  or  other  characteristic  Irrelevant  to  ability. 

Repeal  National  Endowment  for  the  Arts  agency  regulations  that 
prohibit  funding  of  artistic  endeavors  that  have  sexual  content. 

Pornography  Victims  Compensation  Act  — oppose  passage  of 
this  act  in  its  entirety.

I’d  like  you  to  meet  my 
Russian  TS  friend,  Maggie,  and  see  her  life  thru  her 
letters.  You  think  you  got  problems? 

March  1992 

Fm  sorry  for  my  [not]  very  well  English.  All  my 
life  1 [am]  living  in  trouble.  The  matter  is:  1 am 
transsexual.  This  is  [not]  very  welcome  in  USSR. 
Because  1 can’t  find  [a]  way  out  of  [this]  situation  1 
am  in,  1 am  at  the  point  of  committing  suicide  and 
have  nobody  to  turn  to  for  advice. 

Maybe  you  are  the  person  who  can  understand 


me.  1 am  23. 1 was  bom  in  Latvia.  1 have  felt  like  a 
girl  since  childhood  and  look  like  one.  1 have  often 
been  insulted  and  even  beaten  for  it  by  my  class- 
mates. . . The  rest  of  my  relatives  don’t  want  to  have 
anything  to  do  with  me  since  they  learned  that  1 
want  to  change  my  sex.. . . For  many  years  1 am  in 
love  with  a boy,  keeping  it  secret  at  first.  1 entered 
the  University  but  gave  it  up  to  be  close  to  him.  But 
having  learned  about  my  love,  he  left  me  because  we 
both  don’t  want  to  live  like  homosexuals. . . 

Two  years  ago  1 was  diagnosed  transsexual  in  the 
most  [prestigious]  clinic  in  this  country.  1 was 
recommended  for  the  operation.  I took  a woman’s

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name,  changed  my  documents  and  live  in  women’s 
clothes.  But  it  makes  my  life  still  more  difficult 
because  old  acc]uaintances  often  recognize  me  and 
shout  that  1 am  a “man”  in  disguise.  Because  of  that, 
other  people  either  offer  me  homosexual  [sex]  or 
beat  me  if  1 don’t  agree  to  it. 

In  Moscow  the  surger)^  is  very  bad.  This  is  very 
tragic.  1 can  only  explain  this  in  Russian.

In  your  country,  [there  are]  perhaps  many  good 
people.  Yesterday,  I received  a letter  from  Ms.  Tracy 
Ryan  of  Hawaiian  Transgender  Outreach...  I am 
very  grateful  for  your  and  her  understanding.  My 
sister,  I believe  in  you  and  [because  of  that]  in  the 
future.  I want  to  live  and  forget  about  suicide. 

You  are  the  first  who  understand  me.  Every  day 
I pray  [for]  you  and  thank  God  for  you.  I can’t  read 
your  article  because  I don’t  read  English  that  well, 
but  I read  your  eyes.  Now  1 have  two  friends  in  the 
USA  and  two  chances  for  life.

I know  that  it  may  be  hard  for  you  to  accept  that 
I am  not  the  person  that  you  believed  me  to  be,  and 
that  you  might  find  it  difficult  at  first  to  interact  with 
me  since  finding  out  about  this  aspect  of  my  life.

There  have  been  many  changes  in  my  life,  not  all 
of  which  I would  have  chosen  had  I been  given  a 
choice  beforehand,  but  which  have  contributed 
greatly  to  my  own  personal  growth.  Though  re- 
cently I have  needed  to  leave  some  things  behind, 
still  I feel  that  the  path  that  I am  now  on  is  the  right 
one  for  me.  Never  before  have  I felt  such  a sense  of 
appropriateness  as  I have  experienced  during  this 
period  of  transition;  not  only  in  terms  of  my  own 
personal  growth,  but  also  in  the  opportunity  it  has 
afforded  me  to  be  a part  of  a supportive  community 
in  which  I can  at  last  fit  in,  and  which  is  actively 
working  toward  our  acceptance  by  the  rest  of  soci- 
ety. Perhaps  as  people  learn  to  accept  that  we  are  all 
both  masculine  and  feminine,  and  begin  to  integrate 
rather  than  divide  the  two,  we  will  find  the  peace 
and  unity  that  God  intended  as  our  birthright,  and 
no  longer  feel  the  need  to  strive  against  one  another. 

I cannot  tell  you  “why”  I am  doing  what  I am 
doing,  for  there  is  no  answer  to  that.  Opinion  is 
divided  in  the  professional  community  as  to  whether 
the  cause  is  hereditary,  environmental,  or  due  to 
physiological  or  psychological  factors.  In  any  case, 
most  tend  to  agree  that  there  is  nothing  psychiatry 
can  do  to  “cure”  transgendered  behavior  as  it  is  not 
a mental  illness.  Studies  have  shown  that  transgen- 
derism  is  not  something  that  vdll  go  away  with  time, 
nor  have  efforts  to  give  it  up  ever  proven  to  be 
successful.  The  need,  therefore,  is  for  understand- 
ing and  acceptance.  For  myself,  I can  only  say  that 
for  the  first  time  in  my  life  I feel  that  I am  following 
my  true  path,  and  feel  more  at  peace  with  myself 
than  I have  ever  felt  before. 

It  is,  I suppose,  a challenging  path  for  a person  to 
take,  and  one  that  is  difficult  for  many  to  under- 
stand, as  crossdressing  is  not  necessarily  indicative 
of  homosexuality,  bisexuality,  or  the  desire  for  a sex 
change.  Though  often  confused,  there  is  a difference 


between  sex  and  gender,  and  I have  found,  after 
much  soul  searching  that  my  personal  need  is  to 
express  myself  in  a lifestyle  that  is  less  restricted 
than  that  usually  accorded  to  my  biological  gender. 

I do  not  profess  to  be  a woman,  however  I have 
always  felt  a strong  need  for  feminine  expression. 
Femininity  has  always  come  naturally  to  me,  while 
masculinity  was  something  that  I had  to  “learn”,  and 
which  always  seemed  forced.  Though  to  all  outward 
appearances  I was  a man,  I never  felt  like  one. 

I feel  that  I was  bom  into  the  body  that  I have  for 
a purpose,  which  I believe  is  to  accept  and  integrate 
the  male  and  the  female  within  myself,  and  to  work 
for  the  acceptance  of  my  community  by  society. 

I know  that  you  may  not  find  it  easy  to  under- 
stand the  things  I am  doing,  but  please  try  to  realize 
that  I am,  at  last,  expressing  who  I am  needing  to  be. 
I hope  that  in  time  you  can  appreciate  that  you  have 
not  lost  the  person  that  you  once  knew,  but  rather 
have  gained,  in  me,  a person  who  is  on  the  road  to 
discovering  inner  peace. 

I care  about  you,  and  I hope  you  care  enough 
about  me  to  accept  me  for  the  person  that  I am 
inside,  and  not  judge  me  by  my  the  lifestyle  I have 
chosen  and  the  clothes  I choose  to  wear  upon  my 
body.  In  God’s  love.  Lauren  Fiotchkiss,  CA

Doesn't  Want  To  Be  Cured 

I am  basically  a conservative  right-wing  guy  who 
loves  women  and  wearing  their  clothes — a hetero- 
sexual transvestite.  1 read  articles  in  the  transvestite 
press  that  complain  about  “right-wing”  forces  that 
would  restrict  our  behavior  and  1 try  to  piece 
together  a view  of  the  world  where  people  are  totally 
free  to  express  themselves.  1 can’t  do  it.  Society 
demands  a certain  veneer  to  smooth  out  our  rela- 
tions with  each  other. 

The  world  where  transvestites  can  walk  down  the 
street  and  not  be  frowned  on  (or  worse)  is  a long  way 
off.  By  the  time  we  get  there  1 think  the  differences 
between  the  genders  will  have  blurred  so  that  men 
can  easily  and  honorably  assume  women’s  roles. 

If  1 could  be  “cured”  of  transvestism  by  pressing 
a button,  1 would  not  press  that  button.  1 feel  a 
different  part  of  me  alive  when  1 crossdress.  1 would 
never  kill  that  part — 1 enjoy  it  too  much.  But  realis- 
tically, 1 don’t  expect  society  to  accept  me  dressed  as 
a woman.  1 am  incredibly  fortunate  that  my  dear 
wife  can  accept  me  that  way. 

So  what  should  we  do?  Two  things.  First,  we  have 
to  work  for  a more  open  and  tolerant  society  gradu- 
ally, yet  forcefully.  It  does  not  help  when  gay  rights 
advocates  stage  events  which  feature  caricatures  of 
them  and  us.  The  shock  value  just  does  not  out- 
weigh the  damage.  We  can’t  present  even  more 
problems  to  parents  raising  families;  it  is  difficult 
enough.  Let’s  stay  within  reasonable  bounds. 

Second,  we  can  create  and  maintain  a responsible 
subculture.  1 look  forward  to  joining  and  shaping 
this  subculture.  1 am  “coming  out”  soon  and  hope  to 
become  an  organizer  and  promoter  of  the  national 
transvestite  gatherings.  I’ve  never  been  to  such  a 
gathering,  but  1 believe  it  could  be  great. 

Our  literature  needs  to  stay  within  bounds. 
LadyLike  is  a first  rate  publication  in  this  respect — 
avoid  the  obscene.  Keep  up  the  good  work  Jo  Ann.

Stanley  shook  his  head  again.  Why  was  Stella  always 
trusting  the  success  of  a mission  to  total  strangers?  Why 
couldn’t  she  understand  that  ifyou  want  something  done 
right  you  have  to  do  it  yourself?  “I  don’t  Imow  what  Idnd 
ofa  cockeyed  plan  you’ve  cooked  up,  but  nobody  is  going 
to  get  me,  dressed  like  this,  into  a locker  room  full  of 
teenage  testosterone  cases.  No  way,”  he  said. 

Stella  rallied  and  briefly  gained  control  of  her  voice.

They 
waved  flags  and  shouted  and  ran  alongside,  passing 
around  beer  and  whiskey  and  abandoning  their  cars  in  the

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middle  of  the  street.  It  was  the  biggest  celebration  since 
the  coronation. 

The  Cancion  Army  weis  frustrated.  Tanl<s  were  unable  to 
get  through  the  streets,  the  infantry  couldn’t  work  its  way 
through  the  crush,  and  the  sharpshooters  couldn’t  even 
think  about  shooting  into  such  a crowd. 

The  women  and  athletes  arrived  at  the  airport.  U.S. 
immigration  authorities  quicldy  took  statements  from  the 
women  that  they  were  seeldng  asylum,  and  boarded  them 
on  one  of  the  airplanes.  Moira,  dressed  in  her  best  gypsy 
costume,  jumped  into  the  plane  to  look  around,  then 
jumped  backout  again.  “Stella,”  she  called.  “Stella!  Where 
are  you?”  She  asked  the  General  in  charge  if  Stella  had 
shown  up  yet. 

“No,  ma’am.  We’re  going  to  leave  as  soon  as  we  get 
one  more  passenger  - a guy  named  Stanley  Tate.” 

Then  the  football  players  started  to  cheer.  Onto  the  field 
ran  Stella  in  her  cheerleading  costume,  followed  by  two 
big  linemen  carrying  a heavy  trunk.  Right  behind  them 
came  a Ceincion  National  Guardsman  wearing  headphones. 
He  was  carrying  Anita  on  his  shoulders. 

Anita  was  also  wearing  headphones.  She  looked  a bit 
confused , but  she  hit  the  man  with  her  white  whip  to  spur 
him  on.

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^**®Transformation 
of  Tricia  - Part  III 


For  many  years,  my  now  sweet  Tricia  had  worn 
her  hair  in  a short,  almost  military  style.  Early  on  in 
her  change  from  male  to  SheMale,  1 had  Tricia  grow 
her  hair  to  a more  appropriate  length.  She  got  quite 
nervous  when  1 took  her  to  female  hairstylists  for  her 
hair  cuts.  Until  then,  she  had  known  only  make 
barber  shops  which  she  had  frequented  every  two 
weeks,  just  like  clockwork.  I explained  to  her  that 
male  barbers  simply  were  not  capable  of  obtaining 
the  look  1 desired  in  Tricia’s  hair.  So  far  all  1 have 
done  to  her  hair  has  been  cutting  and  blow  dry 
styling  of  it.  Tricia  is  now  comfortable  with  these 
procedures  and  'with  having  a lady  doing  her  hair 
under  my  close  supervision . Little  does  Tricia  know, 
but  on  our  next  trip  to  the  salon,  she  will  be 
subjected  to  having  her  hair  colored,  cut  into  a cute 
feminine  style,  and  then  rolled  and  permed  to 
achieve  a much  more  feminine  look.  Once  she  sits 
down  in  the  styling  chair,  it  will  be  too  late  for  her 
to  turn  back!  Once  the  color  and  perm  solutions  are 
in,  she  will  not  have  a choice  but  to  maintain  them 
as  any  lady  does,  and  thus  again,  enhance  her 
growing  femininity.  Of  course,  1 will  have  every- 
thing planned  in  advance  to  make  sure  that  all  goes 
well.  Tricia  won’t  know  what  all  has  been  done  to 
her  until  it  is  too  late.  Then  Voilal  A ladies  cut,  color, 
and  perl  1 will  let  you  know  how  our  trip  to  the  salon 
turns  out  in  a future  article. 

As  1 promised  in  an  earlier  article,  I will  let  you 
ladies  in  on  some  of  the  permanent  changes  1 am 
accomplishing  in  Tricia.  Even  though  Tricia  was 
coming  under  my  control  nicely,  making  her  keep 
her  body  shaved  still  took  constant  reminders.  Even 
when  she  did  a good  job  of  shaving  her  legs,  chest, 
underarms,  and  face  in  the  AM,  she  had  a significant 
amount  of  stubble  by  bed  time.  Her  beard  was  very 
heavy  and  thus  required  the  use  of  a red  lipstick 
under  a concealing  foundation.  When  we  started 
doing  her  makeup,  we  were  forced  to  use 


Dermablend  cosmetics  if  we  were  to  have  any  hope 
of  concealing  her  beard  shadow.  Dermablend  is  a 
very  good  concealer,  but  is  messy  and  difficult  to 
apply.  Even  with  best  efforts,  I don’t  feel  that  it  gives 
a natural,  feminine  look.  I was  getting  tired  of 
having  Tricia  shave  her  entire  body  twice  every  day 
to  keep  up  with  her  massive  male  hair  growth.  In 
addition,  the  difficulties  with  makeup,  caused  me  to 
seek  a more  effective  way  to  furthering  my  program 
with  Tricia. 

Electrolysis  was  obviously  the  answer.  It  is  a 
permanent  method  of  removing  hair,  and  when 
done  correctly,  does  not  scar  the  skin.  Once  the 
process  was  completed,  or  even  partially  completed, 
Tricia  would  be  stripped  of  another  undesirable 
male  attribute,  that  is  body  and  facial  hair  which 
stands  in  the  way  of  a complete  feminine  transfor- 
mation. In  other  words,  once  the  hair  is  gone,  it  is 
gone  for  good!  I started  my  search  for  an  electrolygists 
in  the  yellow  pages.  1 called  many  of  them  to  check 
on  their  fees,  and  to  see  if  they  had  experience 
working  with  males.  I was  especially  interested  in 
ladies  who  might  have  experience  in  working  with 
males  who  were  undergoing  a feminine  transfonna- 
tion.  After  many  calls,  1 got  in  touch  with  Ms.  Joyce. 
She  has  been  doing  electrolysis  for  many  years  and 
seemed  to  have  no  problem  with  working  on  a male. 
She  had  a confident,  understanding,  and  somewhat 
dominant  tone  to  her  voice.  I liked  what  1 heard,  so 
1 made  an  appointment  for  Tricia.  1 then  explained 
to  Tricia  that  I had  talked  with  a lady  who  might  be 
able  to  help  solve  the  problem  with  her  most  unde- 
sirable hair  growth.  1 also  explained  that  I felt  a 
different  approach  to  keeping  her  hair  growth  in 
check  other  than  shaving,  was  necessary.  Tricia  did 
not  object,  by  now  she  knew  better,  but  was  obvi- 
ously nervous  and  apprehensive  over  what  1 had  in 
store  for  her.  To  insure  that  Tricia  didn’t  back  out  of 
the  appointment,  1 drove  her  to  Ms.  Joyce’s  on  the 
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appointed  day.  Ms.  Joyce  does  her  work  out  of  her 
home,  and  I found  her  address  with  no  problems.  I 
got  greeted  by  Mr.  Joyce.  She  took  us  to  one  of  her 
treatment  room  and  had  Tricia  sit  on  the  exam  table. 
She  provided  a stool  for  my  comfort.  After  we  were 
seated,  she  began  to  tell  us  of  her  background.  She 
then  pulled  out  a chart  that  showed  and  explained 
hair  growth,  and  went  over  it  with  us.  She  sensed 
exactly  why  I had  brought  Tricia  to  her,  and  she 
handled  the  situation  very  well.  She  soon  had  Tricia 
convinced  that  she  had  a major  hair  growth  prob- 
lem, and  that  electrolysis  was  indeed  the  answer  to 
the  problem.  She  had  Tricia  lay  down  on  the  table 
and  then  proceeded  to  remove  a few  hairs  from 
Tricia’s  face,  all  the  while  talking  and  explaining 
how  soft  and  pretty  her  face  would  be  when  she  was 
done.  At  this  writing,  Tricia  has  very  little  remnant 
of  a beard  shadow.  Ms.  Joyce  has  in  fact  made  a 
major  improvement  in  Tricia’s  looks.  Along  the 
way,  as  electrolysis  is  a lengthy  process,  I spoke  with 
Ms.  Joyce  and  had  her  permanently  shape  Tricia’s 
eyebrows  into  high,  thin,  feminine  arches.  I also  had 
her  begin  work  on  Tricia’s  chest  area.  Tricia  now  has 
very  little  left  of  her  beard,  has  permanently  sculpted 
feminine  brows,  and  a baby  soft  chest  almost  void  of 
her  once  manly  hair!  Ms.  Joyce  is  still  working  on 


Tricia’s  face  and  chest,  and  I will  ask  that  she 
continue  to  do  so  until  these  areas  of  Tricia’s  body 
are  inescapably  soft  and  femininely  smooth.  Tricia 
doesn’t  know  it  yet,  but  I have  made  arrangements 
with  Ms.  Joyce  to  begin  on  her  underarms  on  the 
next  appointment!  Tricia’s  legs  and  bikini  area  are 
next.  By  having  the  electrolysis  done,  Tricia  will  no 
longer  have  an  excuse  come  summer  for  letting  her 
body  hair  grow.  There  is  no  excuse  ladies,  when  the 
hair  simply  isn’t  there  to  grow!  I intend  to  have 
Tricia’s  bikini  area  permanently  sculpted  into  a 
sweet,  little  heart,  design!  Soon,  in  terms  of  body 
hair,  Tricia  will  be  permanently  feminized.  The  only 
hair  I intend  for  her  to  have  left  will  be  that  on  her 
head,  and  her  heart  shaped  bikini  area.  Because  the 
process  of  electrolysis  is  a gradual  one,  Tricia  is 
getting  accustomed  to  the  loss  of  her  masculine 
body  hair  on  an  equally  gradual  basis.  Tricia  knows 
that  Ms.  Joyce  is  in  on  my  feminization  plans  and  I 
have  told  her  that  she  is  never  allowed  to  question 
what  Ms.  Joyce  is  doing  to  her.  Whether  M.  Joyce  is 
working  on  her  face,  brows,  chest,  wherever,  Tricia 
is  to  be  a good  girl  and  ask  no  questions.  She  is 
simply  to  lay  still  and  accept  what  is  being  done  to 
her  to  further  please  me. 

In  a big  way,  the  beginning  of  electrolysis  on 
Tricia  marked  the  end  for  her  in  a variety  of  ways. 
Because  electrolysis  is  permanent,  she  now  realizes 
that  my  resolve  to  transform  her  into  a lovely, 
feminine  being  is  unshakable.  It  marked  the  end  of 
her  pride  in  masculine  vestiges  such  as  hairy  chests 
and  heavy  beards  and  her  pride  is  now  being  trans- 
formed into  having  silky  soft,  feminine  skin  to 
please  her  mistress.  It  marks  the  end  of  her  excuses. 
If  your  body  is  hairless  and  smooth  like  a lady’s,  as 
I pointed  out  that  she  defiantly  now  is,  you  may  as 
well  resign  yourself  to  acting  and  dressing  as  a lady. 
When  I have  her  bikini  area  done,  she  will  be  even 
further  marked  and  reminded  of  her  femininity.

Oh  my  god , look  how  long  your  nails  are!  Your  nails  are 
longer  than  mine:  and  I’m  a girl!  Those  are  your  real  nails!? 
Hey,  do  you  put  nail  polish  on  those  things?  HAIHA! 
When  are  you  going  to  cut  your  nails!? 

Have  you  heard  comments  like  these  lately?  Or  some- 
thing reasonably  similar?  If  not,  then  it’s  probably  fair  to 
assume  that  you  still  use  “Press-On”  or  acrylic  nails.  I’ve 
purchased  enough  of  them  to  warrant  stock  options  in 
their  companies!  But,  1 got  tired  of  those  pesl^  glue  tabs; 
the  papers  always  retain  a little  of  that  rubber  glue  and 
stick  all  over.  1 got  tired  of  running  out  of  those  glue  tabs, 
and  using  superglue  to  hold  them  on.  Pmsurethatl’m  not 
the  only  one  to  practice  Manipulatory  Masochism.  I felt 
compelled  to  originate  this  term  whose  definition  is  cis 
follows:  Manipulatory  Masochism:  n.  deriving  great  plea- 
sure from  false  nails  when  using  superglue  to  apply  them; 
Imowing  the  pain  it  will  cause  when  you  nearly  rip  your 
natural  nail  from  it’s  nail  bed  as  you  try  to  remove  the  false 
ones. 

Why,  you  ask,  don’t  you  simply  soak  the  nail  in  polish 
remover;  then  ‘gently’  pry  the  nail  loose?

Now,  I’d  love  to  try  this,  but 
1 don’t  think  the  temporary  exhilarating  of  a full  set  of 
beautiful  nails  would  justify  the  cost.  Unless  you  were 
attending  a week  long  festival  or  event.  I’d  love  to  have 
my  own  nails  done  at  a salon  sometime,  however. 

My  own  nails.  That’s  what  I’m  tallung  about!  You  see, 
about  3 months  ago  I started  growing  my  nails.  Naturally, 
at  times  they’ve  been  somewhat  long  before;  that  is, 
before  1 cut  them.  But,  this  time  I decided  to  keep  them 
long.  So,  after  they  started  to  grow,  I started  to  shape 
them.  As  they  grew,  they  developed  into  slightly  oval, 
truly  feminine  nails.  1 love  them!  When  I want  pretty, 
polished  nails;  I just  put  on  1-2  coats  of  polish,  and  I’m 


done.  I hate  them!  They’re  so  damn  spoiled  and  self- 
centered;  they  want  all  of  my  attention!  They  are  about  5/ 
16"  past  my  fingertips  now,  but  they  want  to  be  longer.  I 
don’t  l<now  if  I want  to  grow  them  any  longer  though;  they 
do  get  enough  attention  from  other  people  now.  I’m 
constantly  putting  on  hand  lotion  in  order  to  keep  my  sldn 
smooth.  After  all,  why  have  nice  nails,  if  your  hands  look 
rough?  1 end  up  smoothing  the  edges  every  other  day. 
Those  little  nicl<s  and  rough  edges  from  everyday  usage 
really  play  havoc  on  stocldngs!  As  a matter  of  feet,  it  was 
much  easier  on  my  hosiery  collection  when  I put  on  my 
stocldngs  and  THEN  my  nails!  Anyway,  at  least  once  a week, 
1 have  to  set  aside  time  to  add  a little  shape,  where  needed, 
and  smooth  my  cuticles.  It  is  work,  but  the  results  are 
exquisite. 

Now  don’t  get  me  wrong.  I’m  sure  some  of  you  have 
absolutely  no  qualms  with  either  press-on  nails  or  tips. 
And  that’s  fine.  Some  ofyou.  I’m  sure,  can’t  or  don’t  want 
to  risk  the  hassles  with  other  people  if  you  grew  your  nails 
long.  That’s  a shame.  However,  ifyou’ve  ever  wanted  to, 
and  I’m  sure  everyone  has;  try  it  for  a month  or  two.  You’ll 
love  them!  Be  sure  to  get  your  comebaclts  ready  though. 
A few  that  I use  include:  1 . Yeah,  I Imow;  I Just  gotta  get 
around  to  it.  2.  Yeah,  I’ve  been  meanin’  to  cut  ‘em;  they 
look  like  frealdn’  girls  fingernails,  huh?  3.  Yeah,  I keep 
forgettin’,  but  it’s  great  cause  it  pisses  off  the  wife,  cause 
she  can’t  ever  grow  hers  long.  Yuk  Yuk.  These  nexttwo  are 
for  responding  to  women:  4.  Yeah  one  of  these  days  I’ll  get 
around  to  cutting  them.  By  the  way,  are  you  jealous? 
(smile)  5.  I Imow,  they  ARE  too  long.  But  they  grow  so 
damn  fast  that  I can’t  keep  up  with  them,  and  It’s  funny  but 
1 thought  they’d  break  by  now,  but  they  never  do.  They’re 
TOO  strong  I guess.  They  just  never  break  or  chip  (grin). 

Finally,  sadness  entered  my  life  the  other  day.  I DID 
break  the  middle  nail  on  my  left  hand.  Right  down  to  the 
fingertip!  I just  about  screamed  for  15  minutes,  then  I 
pouted  for  the  rest  of  the  day.  I was  able  to  glue  It  back  on 
with  my  favorite  adhesive  preparation:  SUPERGLUE!  Only 
to  have  it  fell  off  the  next  day.  Of  course  1 couldn’t  find  it. 
So,  I pouted  for  that  whole  day  too!  I’m  over  it  now 
though.  I’ve  accepted  the  fact  that  it’ll  take  about  a month 
to  grow  a little.  And  besides;  I still  have  9 others!  Of 
course,  I have  other  worries  now.  I’ll  probably  end  up 
paying  someone  to  winterize  my  cars;  1 don’t  want  to  get 
my  hands  all  greasy  and  grimy.  Also,  1 was  going  to  build 
my  son  a computer  desk.  I guess  I’ll  buy  one  though;  I’m 
afraid  I’ll  break  another  nail!  Hmm,  maybe  1 should  just  cut 
them  already,  and  just  get  some  false  ones.
